Hamilton said he had no scruples 
in declaring, ‘ supported as he was. 
by the opinions of the wise and 
good,” so long as the mob on the out¬ 
side could not hear him and that they 
would not know of his candid opinion 
of the employed class, that the Brit¬ 
ish g'ivcrnment was the best in the 
world and he doubted if anything 
short of it would do in America. 
Hamilton acknowledged himself not 
to think favorably of republican gov¬ 
ernment and he urged on the conven¬ 
tion to (one their government as high 
as possible. He s.iid llial nothing like 
an equality of property existed and 
that inequality of property would ex¬ 
ist so long as liberty existed, and 
that it would un.ivoid.ibly result from 
that very liberty itself. 

That sounds like sriund plutocratic 
hanker Re- 
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Hsmilton the Chief Conspirator 
Alexander Hamilton w.is the chief 
rcpre«(entativc of the ari<:ncracy and 
the ruling master cla's at the eon- 
vcntif*n. Hamilton was the chief le¬ 
gal advisor of the moneyed iiiteresu 
of New York and F’hiladclphi.i. He 
was the Elihu Root of ih.it period. 
There w.is nothing too oppressive for 
the working class according to his 
view of the situation. The wealthy

I She is a great fighting machine but 
I >he is no sea boat and not comfort* 
[able in rough weather and a heavy 
;gale is blowing. Every now* and then 
I as she pitches she sticks her nose into 
lone of those black white tipped moun¬ 
tains of water and the next minute 
she looks like a submarine as she rises 
again and the water rushes aft over 
the forward deck and dashes itself 
into foam and spray against the for* 
ward turrets. 

The lieutenant in charge of the 
watch stamps up and down on the 
bridge^ muffled in his heavy coat and 
casts an anxious glance every now 
and then on the barometer in the 
charthouse, which is slowly falling, 
indicating a further increase in the 
violence of the gale.

In iffis he pnbliihed a booklet, enti¬ 
tled "Cantet of the Conflict Between 
Capita] and Labor," which ttanda to¬ 
day as one of cleirett analytical atu- 
diea of the economic laws governing 
produC'cr. and distribution, ever writ¬ 
ten in tbit country. Owing to the itek 
of interest on the part of the mattet 
at that time, in econoaiict, the book 
never had the wide circulation it de¬ 
served, but through itt meant, and 
through the strong pertontlily of the 
man. the teedt of economic free 
thinking were town in the minds of 
many of hit pupils, now scattered 
throughout the country, and many of 
whom arc now working in the Social¬ 
iat ranks. 

Thote who knew him well loved him 
not only at an admirable man in the 
common things of life, but at a fcar- 
lett and consistent champion of hn- 
man righit in the face of ignorance 
and persecution on the part of those 
whom he sought to.tergb. ‘

work will regret to learn of hit patt¬ 
ing, but thote intpired by hit work 
will hot resolve to battle more vigor¬ 
ously, for the rautc. in which he waa 
one of the pioneera.

A Warning Experience from 
Oklahoma 

ITO THE BBITOai 

That the capitalists have not at¬ 
tempted openly to crush other polit¬ 
ical parties, but have through sub- 
sidiaed leaders, gained cobtrol of them 
from the inside and used them for 
their own purposes, is a well known 
fact to all Socialiats. 

But, that they should anywhere at¬ 
tempt the same tactics with the So- 
cialiit party nuy occasion surprise, 
though, after all. it is only what 
might reasonably be expected wher¬ 
ever and whenever the party acquires 
strength enough to be a serious men¬ 
ace to their selfish interests. 

Such an attempt was recently made 
in Oklahoma and came to danger¬ 
ously near to being successful that 
the facts ought to be widely published 
in o^er that comrades in other states 
may be warned, and guard against 
similar nefarious work. 

It seems that a few men known at 
I Socialists in that state were deliber- 
I stely bribed to betray the party, and 


they came dangerously near to deliv¬ 
ering the goods. 

In the Oklahoma State Cnnstitu- 
ttoo are a number of provisions fa¬ 
vorable to the laboring class, secured 
through the efforts of organized la¬ 
bor. Some of the most important 
of these were embodied in Article q. 
As these affected the interests of the 
railroads they initiated a referendum 
to'amenil the constitution by repeal¬ 
ing a p irtion of this article This 
amendment was bitterly fought both 
by orgoiitsed labor and by the farm¬ 
ers* union of the State. 

But a serious effort waa made by 
the corporations to throw the So- 
cialiit vote in favor of this measure, 
and at the Mme time gain such con¬ 
trol of the parly organiaation. as to 
make i’ merely a tool for their pur¬ 
poses ip the future—iust as they had 
done with all other political parties 
in the past 

I In .September, ipoo. shortly after 
!the preposed amendment was initi- 
lated, a Socialist appeared before the 
^ State Executive Committee with a 


proposition to buy a plant and finance 
a Socialist paper. His proposition 
was accepted, but when he submitted 
hfi contrai!! for the same it was 
found to contain a provision requir¬ 
ing the pa'per to support the pend¬ 
ing amendment referred to above. 
The committee then rejected his prop¬ 
osition. as he refused cto furnish any 
financial assistance unless that pro¬ 
vision was included. 

A few. -months later two or three 
other Socialists started the industrial 
Democrat, proclaiming it a strictly 
Socialist paper It received »he sur¬ 
prising endorsement of the 'ahoma 
City Chamber of Commerce. Sub¬ 
scription cards were bought in large 
numbers by the enemies of the parly, 
and 5.000 Socialists all over state 
were generously put on the subscrip¬ 
tion list free of cost. 

Hut the paper vigorously advocat¬ 
ed the adoption of the amendment re¬ 
pealing Article 9 of the State Con¬ 
stitution. It did so. it said, in the 
interest of Socialism and the Social¬ 
ist party, and in spite of the fact 
that the State Socialist Convention a 
few weeks previously had almost 
unanimously passed a resolution op¬ 
posing the amendment. 

Still posing as a Socialist paper It 
then attacked the labor unions with 
the probable p\irposc of creating bit¬ 
terness and antagonism between them 
and the party. 

Finally, to gain control of the party 
machinery it attempted to undermine 
the state secretary and members of 
the state executive committee, and 
succeeded as to get a motion for 
their recall initiated. 

So much will outside money accom¬ 
plish, and so much can Socialists be 
“worked" just like other people. 

But. be it said t*; the credit of the 
Oklahoma movement that the pro¬ 
moters of this paper and this nefari¬ 
ous scheme of betrayal were prompt¬ 
ly expelled, a new Socialist paper. 
The Oklahoma Pioneer* was started 
under the direct control of the party 
organization, and the motion for the 
recall of the faithful party officials 
was overwhelmingly defeated. 

But, until the facts regarding the 
purpose and backing of the paper be¬ 
came generally known and proven, its 
work was seriously effective, and had 
those facts never been discovered the 
damage to the party in Oklahoma 
would have been incalculable. Re¬ 
cently the paper suspended publica¬ 
tion by turning over its subscription 
list to an Oklahoma Republican daily 
paper. A. O.^

I A fixed amount also is required for 
state and county funds and the inter¬ 
est and sinking fund. The amounts 
needed for the fire and. police de¬ 
partments, city lighting, health and 
garbage collection, ash removal, spe¬ 
cial sewerage ux. sewerage mainte-

Mr. Wkitoall here outlined the con¬ 
nection betueen the animal ami the 
vegetable kinsdom and ithowed how 
the proixr 'relation between the two 
can be maintained by a »y^trm ot 
parking that wilt provide fur the re- 
qhistte amount of vegetation through¬ 
out the ctty< He showed how people 
who have been accnstonied to suth- 
cient Oprn and tree covered areas are 
not satistied to live in the x'ttiitcd 
atmosphere of the cities where the 
air is nearly always supersaturated 
on account of the lack of vegetation 
to absorb moisture and bad drainage, j 
’’The only reacon whv we do not all' 
live in parks U because our minds do 
not meet. Ever^ economic and phy¬ 
siol factor requires ->uch a move. We 
will require about ten thousand acres 
of land, of which abi>ut four thwfiAand 
will be devoted to apples. .Our entire 
park and street cleaning department, 
including maintenance of the cannal- 
uatioii, will he easily maintained by 
the income from the political sanita¬ 
tion or park department. 

Before these plans can be carried i 
out, trunk line travel ways must be i 
esjablUlied. Broad streets or radial; 
highways, the cities’ arterie.s cannot 
l>e dissas.*ioriated from the problem of 
housing. "ITicse will facilitate the 
daily ehh and flow of traffic and in¬ 
crease the area available. for home 
building. ' * 

’’Facility of communication is the 
vciy basis for the existence of a city. 
And its succen is more dependent 
on its means of circulation than any 
other physical factor under its con*, 
trol.*’ 

It IS calculated to build these 
parked ways 150 fert uide and theie 
will constitute the trunk lines for tra¬ 
vel, and connect the various Wigh- 
bnrhood ceflferif of ih^ clly. The^c 
centers, it is expected, will provide 
space for kindergartens, gvmnasi- 
urns, auditoriums for local gatherings, 
post office and offices for all public 
service. Thus they* become business, 
recreation and social center*. Stor¬ 
age tfacks for cars may aUo be pro¬ 
vided here so that all brick, coal and 
other heavy traffic may be moved at 
night after being loaded dnring the 
daytime. 

The new system should he taken 
into aecount*in the laying out of netv 
additions to. the city.
